the present and future prospects of 
the American petroleum industry, 
which controls 18 per cent of the 
‘known oil deposits of the world. 

“It is the first time in American 
history,” said Dr. George Otis Smith, 
head of the Geological Survey and 
member of the board, speaking to a 
representative cf The Christian Sci- 
| ence Monitor, 
| federal inquiry of the oil industry 
| has been undertaken which lays the 
| emphasis not on what the operators 

earn, but on what the industry itself 
'does, and the possibility of aiding 
‘the Nation by improving unsatisfac- 
tory conditions that now exist. 

Studying Government’s Side 

“President Coolidge in the message 
calling for the inquiry ordered that it 
‘should study the Government’s re- 
sponsibilities, and to enlist the full 
co-operation of representatives of the 
oil industry in the investigation.’ He 
enunciated the policy that ‘the oil 
industry itself might be permitted to 
determine its own future.’ ” 

Already, according to Dr. Smith, 
the friendly inquiry of the Govern- 
ment is bearing fruit. Questionnaires 
have been sent to operators, re- 
tailers, distributors, refiners, techni- 
cal press editors, and the like, call- 
ing upon them for information with

vey of the entire industry. 

“The operators are already mak- 
ing an investigation of their own 
affairs, spurred on by the Govern- 


Dr. Smith. “The facts of the oil in- 
dustry need public attention. Since

“There is only so much oil in the 
American wells, and when this is 
gone it cannot be replaced.

an even larger increase is considered 
likely this year. Dow, Jones & Co., 
have estimated that the foreign loans 
maturing this year amount to $300,- 
000,000, which, in themselves, will 
mean a large item to be offset, eithee 
by payments, or by renewal of loans, 
There is some difference of opinion, 
however, as to whether the amount 
of new capital loaned out this year 
will be greater or less than last 
year’s though it is agreed that the 
United States must look forward to 
a fairly steady annual increase of 
income from foreign loans and in- 
vestments, for as long ahead as any- 
one cares to forecast. 

In the years 1921-1923, America’s 
exports and imports approached 
more nearly equality, after the war- 
time disarrangement, and its loans 
of capital abroad were great enough, 
so that, taking all items into con- 
sideration, there has been a balance 
of payments against America: that 
is to say, it has still, at the end of 
the year, owed money on the whole 
transaction. Table I, printed here- 
with, shows how the so-called ad-' 
verse balance of $152,000,000 in 1923 
occurred. 


The Balance Reversed 


This so-called adverse balance, 
which in effect meant there was that 
much more of American goodg which 
the rest of the world could take bee 
fore reaching an equilibrium of ex- 
change, was, in a sense, however, un- 
real, because it was established by 
credits in America through loans and 
investments by the United States 
abroad. It is, on the other hand, 
generally agreed by bankers and 
economists, that this unreal balance 
is only temporary, and that as 
America goes on financing more and 
more enterprises in other parts of 
the world, it will have instead, a 
favorable balance of trade, which is 
to say, America will have to imporg

It has been the aim of myself 
and my associates to deal with each 
ease that comes before us justly, 
impartially, on its merits, and ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence 
presented. That“will continue to be- 
our policy, regardless, of all other 
considerations. 

After I received the 
nuinbered 1 to 7, inclusive, pub- 
lished in the papers, I asked the 
elerk and probation officer to ascer- 
Ain what cases, if any, on the said 
ist came before me for disposition, 
and was informed that case No. 6 
so called, was the only one L had to 
deal with.

Case No, 6 

(‘ase No, 6—This case also shows a 
Recond conviction in the Quincy 
eourt, With only a fine imposed. On 
Oct. 31, 1918, the man was churged 
with operating under the influence 
of liquor, and fined $50 in the West 
Roxbury court. July 14, 1924, oper- 
ating under the influence of liquor, 
fined $100 in the Quincey court and 
appealed; withdrew the appeal and 
paid- fine July 24, 1924. 

As may be seen from the fore- 
xoing, | imposed a fine of $100 on 
the defendant for driving an auto- 
mobile while under the influence of 
liquor; it also appears from the 
papers on file that I fined the de- 
fendant for being drunk at the same 
time. 

It also appears that the defendant 
was represented by counsel, that he 
appealed and later witbdrew his up- 
peals and paid: both fines: it fur- 
ther appears from the court records 
that the probation officer had no 
evidence or record of any prior con- 
victions of any kind against this 
particular defendant and that the 
complaint itself did not allege that 
there were any prior convictions 
against them.

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SIX LINES GET 
BUS LICENSES 


Springfield Board Author- 
izes Operation of Total 
of 23 Vehicles 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 24 
(Special)—Motor bus licenses were 
granted yesterday afternoon by the 
municipal transportation board to six 
concerns. 


operate a total of 23 busses on inter- 
state and intrastate routes. 


All licenses for gervice between 
this city and Worcester were granted 
as intrastate services, although the 
applicants are making these routes 
part of longer routes that extend into 
Connecticut and Rhode Island. 

Separate applications were re- 
ceived for interstate routes, and 
granted as such. The board insists 
that every bus operator must have a 
license, whether operating as an in- 


terstate or intrastate service, and | 


conform to certain general regula- 
tions it has framed in conformance 
to the state law and city ordinances 
on the subject. : 
No discrimination 

While the number of companies 
applying for licenses appeared to ex- 
ceed the limits of probable profits 
from the operation of such lines, the 
board gave licenses to all without 
-discrimination, holding that as all 
applied at about the same time and 
had met the conditions in a similarly 
satsfactory manner, it was not justi- 
fied in approving some of the appli- 
cations and denying others. 

Applications for licenses between 
this city and Worcester were granted 
with the understanding that the 
busses would run express between 
Worcester and Springfield, save in 
the case of the Conlin Bus Lines, 
which are permitted to do a local 
business between Worcester and West 
Warren. 
that this does not debar operators 
from dropping off passengers taken 
in Worcester for local points along 
the way.

No Russian Consuls 


The atringency of the United States 
immigration laws and filled quotas 
account for many; the South Ameri- 
can states have tightened up their 
laws; the Russian situation, owing 
to that country not having recogni- 
tion by* the United States, compli- 
cates matters for Russian emi- 
grants, as there are no consuls to 
whom to apply for passports. This 
has to be left until the emigrant 
Bets to Riga. 

Possibly he may not fulfill the nec- 
essary conditions, and this may not 
be discovered till he is at thé port 
of embarkation. Then he is faced 
with the difficulty of not wanting to 
return to his own country and of | 
being unable to find work where he | 
is.

Packing the Soil 
When planting fruit or shade trees, 
the most important requisite is to 
pack the soil firmly about the roots, 
so that the necessary moisture is 


prevented from drying out too quick- 
ly. The best way to deposit the soil 
about: the roots {is to throw in a few 


shovelfuls and work the stuff into). 


place with the hands or with a piece 
of board; then throw on a little more 
dirt, and pack it firmly. Continue 
this operation till the hole is filled, 
when the earth should be tightly 
tramped down, so that no air spaces

But when, 
some two years azo, some of us saw 
a new play, entitled “The Shadow of 
a Gunman,” by a new dramatist, 
named Sean O’Casey, we. recognized | 
a new accent. 

Then came another play from the 
same pen, entitled “Juno and the 
Paycock,” in which it was patent | 
that the’ hew accent betokened a 
new voice. So strong was the voice, 

and if it} 
were also bitter, and not a little | 
harsh, its power was not the less, in 
an atmosphere somewhat jaded of 
emotion, to attract attention. The | 
Abbey Theater was filled as it had 
not been for years, with a conse- 
quence that might easily have been | 
foretold. 

Received With Acelaim 

Sean O’Casey was praised in terms 
that would have flattered the greatest 
of dramatists; and his two plays: 
were treated, not as promise, nor as 
the fruit of adventure (which indeed 

' they were), but as fulfillment 
achievement. We had my friend 

, dames Stephens, for example, speak-_ 

1 ing of him as “the greatest dramatic. 
find of modern times”: and there we 
heard the utter surrender of criti- 
_cism—a surrender that is not good | 
for dudience, drama‘or dramatist. 

Now that the “Two Plays” have 
been published, under that title, 
the Macmillan Company, it is pos-. 
sible to examine them at leisure, | 
having their production of the stage 
always in view. The first thing that 
strikes one is that moments that. 
failed to justify themselves on.the 
plage, justify themselves in the 
printed pages; whereas moments, 
that instantly arrested attention on 
the stage seem, on the printed page, | 
to miss that great occasion. 

For example, toward the end of. 
“Juno and the Paycock” two Irregu- |; * 
lars (that is to say, two Republican | 
gunmen, the scehe being laid in the) 
midst. of the Civil War) enter, and 
take out the crippled Johnny, saying | 

significantly to him, “Have you your | 
beads?” The hint is enough. Johnny | 
is being taken out to be shot as an/§ 
informer; and from one of the Ir- 
regulars we learn that the offense | 
was in respect of “poor Tancred,” | 
who was “an oul’ comrade o’ yours.” 
But why? Tancred has had no part. 
in the play; and, ‘casual’ references 
apart, Johnny's part with the Irregu- | 
lars has not been woven into the 

_ texture and interest of the play. The 
incident, therefore, coming on a 
ecene of desolation, strikes one as 
a causeless horror. 


As to Composition 


In the printed play, where we can 
‘wait as we read, and where it is not 
80 vital-that the end and the begin- 
ning should be woven together, the 
casual references do in some meas- 
ure atone, though not wholly, for 
that final scene. And there we strike 
on the weakness of Sean O'Casey, so 
far as he has as yel gone. Neither of

would mark a notable advance in establishing 
harmonious international relations. 

At the bottom of the movement for the new 
London Conference is the necessity for the 
assurance of security to those continental 
nations which feel themselves menaced by the 
aggressive attitude—present. or potential—of 
their neighbors. Chief of these nations is 
France, which exists in constant dread of Ger- 
man revenge, and which, in order to avert such 
a day of reckoning, lays on her own people the 
heavy burden of the greatest military establish- 
ment of modern times, while checking the res- 
toration of normal conditions in Europe by 
holding Germany under the heavy hand of mili- 
tary domination. But France does not consti- 
tute the sole factor in the problem of security. 
Czechoslovakia, the nations of the Little En- 
fente, the nations bordering upon Russia, all 
dread either the re-creation of an aggressive 
Germany or the westward march of the Russian 
colossus. 

security, or at least a sense of security, is 
a condition precedent to the restoration of 
Europe to normalcy. Reparations, interna- 
tional debts, social and industrial unrest are 
all conditions which must await correction un- 
til the minds of all peoples are purged of the 
lingering dread of another, and a more destruc- 
tive, war. For, after all, it is a state of mind, 
rather than a material condition of power or 
of helplessnéss, which requires correction. We 
“hear no fears of the future from Switzerland, 
which has not an armed ship, nor from Den- 
mark, which maintains an army little bigger 
than a modern metropolitan police force. It is 
the nations which are most actively preparing 
for war that most gravely doubt their own 
security. 

For this reason every conference looking to- 
_ward a better understanding between nations 

helps to advance the cause of security and peace. 
Offensive and defensive alliances have accom- 
-plished little in the past; that curiously illogical 
remedy called preparedness has accomplished 
less. But if statesmen in conference assembled 
would but hark back to the oldest and the 
simplest of laws of conduct, the Golden Rule, 
universal security and enduring peace would be 
attained. ~ 

The nations-today which stand most in fear 
of aggression are those whose attitude toward 
their neighbors is most truculent. The govern- 
ments which most apprehend violence from 
without are those which most employ the 
methods of militarism to hold other peoples in 
subjection. In proportion as nations, through 
conference and a fair and reasonable inter- 
change of concessions, come to recognize the 
equal rights of others, the haunting dread of 
revenge, of reprisals, of rebellions and of a new 
general war will be allayed.

Facts and just industrial sys- 
tem, they have had one 
unfortunate result. This 
is the fact that they have created a widespread 
popular belief that the interests of Labor and 
Capital are necessarily antagonistic, and that 
the workers should strive to abolish the system 
under which some are emplovers and others 
employees. 

Without accepting the Marxian viewpoint of 
the “class struggle,” in which the owners of 
factories and other wealth-producing agencies 
are represented as engaged in a relentless effort 
to reduce wages to the point of a bare exist- 
ence, most writers on industrial problems have 
adopted the phraseology of “Das Kapital.” They 
speak, that is, of disputes over wages or hours 
of labor as phases of the irrepressible conflict 
between Capital and Labor, in which industry 
is assumed to be hopelessly involved. Not only 
in current newspaper discussions of industrial 
~ disputes, but also in what purport to be serious 
examinations of the fundamentals involved, 
there is to be found the same careless use of 
words, that leads to endless confusion and 
wranglings over what is merely a matter of 
definitions. 7 

The attempt to represent Capital asa grasp- 
ing monopolist, eager to grind huge profits out 
of underpaid wage slaves, could not. have had 
the small success it has achieved were it not 
that the defenders of the system of private own- 
ership of property, wrongly termed “Capital- 
ism,”” have failed to distinguish between the 
thing capital avid its owner, whose interests are 
often seemingly antagonistic to those of his 
employees. 

Since according to the accepted definition of 
capital—labor products devoted to the produc- 
‘tion of more wealth—the profitable use of this 
capital increases the stock of desirable goods, 
it would seem manifest that there is no neces- 
sary conflict between it and the labor to which 
it gives employment. That for other reasons, 
wholly apart from the ownership of tools or 
machinery, some employers are able to make 
exorbitant profits, does not affect the proposi- 
tion that, of itself, capital does not, and cannot. 
oppress labor, or deprive it of a fair share of 
the wealth it produces. 

The alleged conflicts between Capital and 
Labor are in reality conflicts between some em- 
ployers; shd their employees. A newspaper 
headline, “Conflict Between Machine Owners 
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and Machine Tenders,” applied to a labor dis- 
pute, would be perplexing, if not ridiculous, yet 
it would be more in accord with the essential 
facts than the usual “Capital and Labor” 
phraseology that on analysis is found to mean 
exactly nothing. 
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The vague forebodings which have been per- 
ceptible occasionally in speeches on British in- 
dustry during the past. 
few months: have sud- 
denly found expression 
in urgent appeals to em- 
ployers and workers to | 
undertake together a | 
searching inquiry into | 
the causes of the depres- | J 
sion which keeps wages 
low in the great basic industries of coal, iron and 
steel, engineering, and shipbuilding. Several 
factors have contributed to this awakening to 
the need of investigation. First and. foremost is 
the insistent demand of the workers in these 
industries, ‘“‘unsheltered” from foreign competi- 
tion, for an improvement in wages which will 
lift them, if only a little, above the poverty stand- 
ard of their present conditions. The increasing 
competition of German coal in the European 
export markets and the underselling of British 
steel firms by several other continental coun- 
tries, the expansion of the textile industries on 
the continent, and finally the announcement 
that a shipbuilding order, of the value of 
£ 1,000,000, had gone to Hamburg from British 
shipowners, have helped to bring the public 
thought, with something of a shock, to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that conditions have radically 
changed since the days before the war. 

It is easy, of course, to take too pessimistic a 
view of the situation. There can be little doubt 
that the circumsfances which give the German 
industrialists such a great competitive advan- 
tage at the moment are only temporary. 
But when all these factors have been allowed 
for, the situation remains sufficiently serious 
for British industry. | 

The organization of German big industry was 
never adequately studied by British manufac- 
turers before the war, and the immense changes 
that have taken place in. Germany during and 
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since the war have received little attention by. 


the majority of those engaged in British indus- 
try. The vertical trust developments, the extent 
to which specialization in production has been 
carried, the complete re-equipment of many of 
the greatest works, the more economical use of 
coal in the production of electrical and gas 
power and in the manufacture of by-products, 
and a sweeping reduction of distributive costs 
(both of raw materials and finished goods) by 
the trust mechanism, all count substantially in 
estimating the competitive conditions of the 
two national industries. 

The British Prime Minister is taking the lead 
in the movement for a thorough self-examina- 
tion. His plea in the House of Commons debate 
on the Political Levy Bill for an industrial truce 
and co-operation between employers and work- 
ers has aroused extraordinary interest. But a 
speech delivered by him on the previous evening 
at Birmingham attracted less attention, al- 
though it was in one sense even more remark- 
able. 

Mr. Baldwin, having spoken also on this occa- 
sion of the need for co-operation and peace in 
industry, proceeded to pose some searching 
questions to manufacturers. They were un- 


| doubtedly drawn from his own knowledge and 
| experience of the coal and steel trade, gained 


during his connection with the Baldwin firm, 
which has now become, as he acknowledged 
somewhat regretfully, a great combine enter- 
prise. He suggested that the _ industrialists 
should ask themselves whether their concerns 
were overcapitalized, whether management was 
defective, whether plant and material were used 
wastefully, and whether the marketing of goods 
was as economical as it might be. An equally 
important question for the workers, he added, 
was whether unskilled labor on suitable proc- 
esses is used more freely abroad than in Great 
Britain. 

These questions go to the heart of any com- 
parison between British trade conditions and the 
reorganized German industries and labor con- 
ditions, and as this becomes more clearly real- 
ized the movement for complete investigation 
will be strengthened. A good beginning has been 
made by the miners’ federation. After much 
hesitation, this great body has agreed to appoint 
eight members to a joint committee with the 
owners to inquire generally~into the causes of 
the depression in the coal trade, including for- 
eign competition. Sooner or later there will be 
a similar inquiry in the engineering trade, despite 
the breakdown in the wage negotiations. These 
investigations, and the clearer sense of realities 
which, it is expected, they will create in the 
thought of both employers and workers, will 
probably exercise a marked influence on the 
wages movements, and on industrial relations 
generally while the period of depression con- 
tinues. 
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Signs that an economic evolution is in prog- 


| ress in the United States, involving changes so 


pronounced and so rapid 
: that they may more 

properly be termed a 
revolution, are abund- 
ant. That these changes, 
both in conditions and in 
| the attitude of the people 

toward them, are con- 
structive and progres- 
sive and not destructive and reactionary, as has 
been the case too often in times and places 
where upheavals have wrought havoc, is a 
cause of profound gratification. The Christian 
Scienée Monitor has called attention on this 
page recently to some of these indications of 
what might be termed “evolutionary revolution” 
-—the great increase in investment by wage 
earners in securities of corporations and_the 
growth of employee control in industrial enter- 
prises, for example. 

Others have appeared lately in the news of the 
day that shed interesting and revealing lights on 
what is going on. They show not only the fact 
that changes are occurring, but also disclose 
some of the causes that are in operation. At a 
conference of the Eastern Savings Division of 
the American Bankers’ Association in Boston, 
W. Eapey Albig, a New York banker, told his 
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audience that in the last four years the savings 
accounts of the American péople had jumped 
from $14,600,000,000 to $21,000,000,000, an in- 
crease of $6,400,000,000. Causes of this: huge 
increase in the accumulated capital of the 
masses of the people, are, of course, Many— 
such as increased wages, the large elimination 
of waste due to prohibition, and the widespread 
education in the value of thrift that has been 
given immense impetus of late. 

Mr. Albig gave as the chief cause of the phe- 


' nomenon, however, the fact that-the banks had 


won the confidence of the people and were giv- 
ing them better service. Whether he was right 
or not on this point is not so important as is the 
fact that a banker wa’s moved to give that ex- 
planation; and the evidence thus furnished that 
those who are intrusted with the people’s money 
are profiting by the process of economic: educa- 
tion that is going on is of more than merely 
passing interest. Leer 

An indication of the workings of this educa- 
tion and a sign that bankers appreciate its value 
were given by another speaker at the confer- 
ence, Guy L. Terhune of Brooklyn. After assert- 
ing that the prosperity and contentment of the 
people are reflected more by the number of bank 
depositors than the total of deposits, he urged 
that the value and necessity of thrift be taught 
definitely and in an organized way in the public 
schools. He would in that manner’ accelerate 
and broaden the economic education of the 
people that is taking place in an unorganized 
fashion through the pressure of events and 
conditions. 


Uncounted thousands of city dwellers in the 
United States who were reared on farms and in 
villages no doubt remem- 
ber when the cost>of a 
loaf of bread was s0 
small that it was hardly 
considered. It was 50 
sinall, in fact, that it was 
almost impossible to esti- 
mate it. Flour niade | 
from wheat grown on 
the farm, thixed with milk from the farm dairy, 
leavened by yeast from a jar always well filled, 
and@ baked by heat produced from wood which 
cost nothing but .the labor necessary in prepar- 
ing it, produced a tempting loaf whose total cost 
probably was not more than a cent. These same 
former farmers, or sons and daughters of farm- 
ers, together with their city neighbors, now pay 
their grocer or other dealer from 10 to 15 cents 
for similar loaves, say from 1000 to 1500 per 
cent more than the estimated original cost of 
the farm-produced loaf. 

Soon after bread prices were advanced during 
the war period, consumers generally supposed 
that with the passing of the emergency the for- 
mer price level would be established. Five cents 
was regarded as a fair charge for bread, it being 
assumed that the difference between that price

original economic status. It is realized, of 
course, that the overhead cost of production and 
distribution has been greatly increased. But the 
fact remains that the price of bread is not fixed 
upon the basis of its cost so much as by what 
can be obtained for it. 

It seenis that at commissaries and supply 


| depots operated by the Government, where those 
| employed in strictly governmental activities are 
| allowed the privilege of purchasing food and 


some other commodities at cost, bread is sold 
at a uniform rate of two cents a loaf. Esti- 
mating this as actual cost, the margin left to 


| the commercial baker and retailer represents,

on a twelve-cent loaf, 600 per cent. 

The way out for those who object to pay- 
ing this seemingly large tribute is easily found. 
The remedy would be for them to establish their 
own private bakeries and to make their own 
loaves. But that is hardly the point. Modern 
apartment houses, or at least many of them, are 
not adapted to what is called “heavy” house- 
keeping. And besides all this, the tendency is 
away from that sort of thing. It may actually 
be as economical, in a small family, to buy bread 
at the high prices charged as to attempt to make 
it at home. What should be considered is the 
apparent unreasonableness of the price charged. 
It is not enough to defend it upon the ground 
that the people would rather pay it than to go 
without bread. The fact to be established is as 
to whether,or not a margin of 600 per cent be- 
tween cost and selling price is too high. 
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Editorial Notes 
They were strong words which Rabbi Harry 


Levi used in his Lenten sermon, preached the 
other day at Boston University at the fourth of 


' the series of services held for students. He took 


as his subject “Law and Life,” and in general 
terms Wenounced the so-called respectable mem- 
bers of a community who seem to think that 
laws are for some to obey and others to violate. 
And then he fired this broadside: 

I am not nearly so bitter against the crimes that fur- 
nish news for the papers as I am about the people who 
lie about their income taxes; the people who try to avoid 
customs duties; and particularly those who believe that 
the Eighteenth Amendment is fodlish and absurd. I am 
not nearly so bitter against the bootlegger as I dm against 
the people who produce the demand for liquor. Today it 
is a fact that men and women are almost ashamed to in- 
vite people to their homes if they do not serve them 
liquor, and the flask is not an unknown birthday gift to 
the boy and girl today. 


Not long since, an editorial was run in a 
leading British periodical on the subject of 
“Colds.”” It was written in a somewhat light 
vein, but it included at least one statement 
which shows the way the wind is blowing in 
connection with present-day medical beliefs. 
“‘When the full tide of a cold is surging,” it read 
in part, “it is well known that not the nastiest 
medicine avails.” It is only a step from such 
an assurance to the contention that “the nasti- 
est medicine” avails not in any condition of 
physical disability. Benjamin Franklin, in Poor 
Richard’s Almanac, wrote, “God heals, the doc- 
tor takes the fee,” and this statement is as 
true today as when he penned it. Verily, that 
old “nasty medicine” fallacy has held its own 
about long enough. | 
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A Cradle of. Baseball 


About twenty miles eastward after one leaves the 
boat at Southampton there lies a patch of greensward 
that hglds great memories for the lover of baseball and 
cricket. This “patch”—and in size it is nothi&g more— 
goes by the name of Broadhalfpenny Down. Situated 
among what Kipling calls the “bluff, bow-headed, whale- 
backed downs” that roll across Sussex and Hampshire, 
“Broadhalfpenny” is famous for the fact that on its 
slopes both baseball and cricket were cradled. 

America’s national pastime had as its origin the old 
English game of “rounders.” From an unknown period 
this enjoyed popularity among the English people at 
their merrymakings. “Rounders” may be most accu- 
rately described by saying that it ts baseball of a loose 
sort. 

English children still play it. In days by-gone it was 
a game for grown-ups and in that form used to flourish 
on Broadhalfpenny Down. Why the down was chosen 
as a playing field is something of a problem, for it has 
an isolated position right in the heart of one of the most 
se@luded parts of Hampshire. , 

“Broadhalfpenny’s” associations with baseball in 
embryo are less widely known than are its associations 
with cricket. Of the latter, it was a famous nursery in 
the eighteenth century. In fact, modern cricket was 
made there by the celebrated Hambledon Club, whose 
team, composed of farmers, village traders and other 
sons of the soil living in the neighborhood, was the best 
eleven of their day—and the greatest enthusiasts. 

> > > 


It was they who licked cricket into shape by estab- 


lishing uniformity in its processes. There had been none, 


previously. Cricket was a very old game which everyone 
played according to his own notions. Bats were spoon- 
shaped and wickets consisted of two uprights with a 
crosspiece resting on them. Proper bats and wickets 
came first into use on “Broadhalfpenny.” There, too, 
many historic matches were played; including the first 
All-England one. 

Cricket matches on the down were picturesque events. 
The players generally wore a sort of uniform. That of 
Hambledon was composed of tall hat, sky-blue coat with 
black .velvet collar, silk hose, knee breeches and silver- 
buckled shoes. Flannels, pads and what are now deemed 
indispensable appurtenances of cricket were unknown. 

Teams were not always limited to eleven men nor 
matches to a three days’ duration. At its zenith the 
Hambledon Club frequently—as its records show— 


opposed a team of some twenty opponents and the game 
went on day after day until finished. 

The first recorded century in cricket was made In @ 
match on “Broadhalfpenny” in 1777 by James Aylward, 
who stayed in for three days and compiled a total of 
167. It was in this match-that three stumps instead of 
two were first used. fs 

A memorial obelisk now informs the passer-by that 
“Broadhalfpenny” was the cradle of cricket. Much might 
be written of the historic first steps which the game took 
there in its infancy. One has space here only to glance 
at the essential differences betwixt then and now. 

Those who sponsored crieket on this lonely hillside 
were imbued with the spirit of Merrie England and fol- 
lowed its traditions. Moreover, the Hambledon players 
were all musicians as well as cricketers. One of them 


is credited with having charmed into docility an angry . 


bull that chased him by merely playing his fiddle in 

front of the animal! All of them, too, and their sup- 

porters, were skilled in singing glees, rounds and ballads, 
+ > > 


In the annals of cricket the Bat and Ball has @ 
prominent place. It is a quaint little wayside tavern 
on the other side of the road from the playing field with 
not another house of any sort within three miles of it, 
Richard Nyren, who ran the Hambledon Club in its early 
days, was host of the Bat and Ball. Probably that ac- 
counts for the “sign” of the tavern and for isolated 
“Broadhalfpenny” being chosen as the first cricket pitch, 

The down itself is a gently undulat™®eg hill “three 
miles from anywhere” from which one can look across 
a glorious .landscape and see in the far distance the 
mammoth liners going to and from America. 

After Lord’s came to the front, Broadhalfpenny as 
a center of cricket fell out of the picture. Except for 
spasmodic All-England vs. mpshire matches arranged 
to keep the old tradition alfve, the game ceased to be 
played there. 

Now, however, the cradle of cricket has been sef 
rocking once more. A club composed of villagers, de- 
scendants of the old Hambledon men, has been formed 
to play on the Broadhalfpenny “pitch.” What is more, 
they are. following tradition by making. the Bat and Ball 
their clubhouse. 

' . Anyone motoring from Southampton to London caff 
pass the home of cricket by an easy detour. “Broad- 
halfpenny” and the Bat and Ball are worth while going 


to see.

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Paris 


Paris, March 24 
M. de Fleuriau, the French Ambassador to London, 


continues his conversations with Edouard Herriot and. 


high French officials. Unquestionably they have gone 
deeply inté the whole problem of security, and curious 
efforts in certain quarters to represent the ambassadorial 
visit as without significance are not consonant with the 
facts. It is most unusual for an ambassador to return to 
Paris in such circumstances, and everything points to an 
extremely active pursuance of the negotiations on the 
basis of a western pact, including Germany. 


Paris has been losing, of recent years, its love of 
street display. Owing to a number of unfortunate expe- 
riences, even the Mi-Caréme processions are foilowing 
the path to oblivion that has already been taken by the 
Mardi-Gras displays. But an attempt is being made to 
revive the tgaditional street shows in June. The Comité 
des Fétes of Paris is endeavoring to promote a great 
historical cavalcade which will recall every phase of 
France’s long story. This will not be a masquerade in 


| the frivolous sense; the costumes will be scrupulously 


exact. The procession will open with Cesar surrounded 
by Roman soldiers; Vercingetorix will follow, and then 
Clovis, Charlemagne, Roland, St. Louis, and so forth, 
until we arrive at Joan of Are conducting Charies VII 
to Reims. All the outstanding figures of the centuries 
will be represented, and finally will march the victors 
of the Marne and of Verdun, with three allegorical char- 
iots representing France, Alsace and Lorraine.

The exchange of correspondence between school chil- 
dren of France and of the United States seems to be a 
happy idea. In due course 10,000 American boys and 


girls. will receive notes written by French «boys and 
girls. Letters are pouring in to the Comité Francais de |

The Paris pedestrian is being held to be partly re- 
sponsible for the perplexing traffic tangle of the streets, 
and regulations are being made for him. The committee 
which is inquiring into the whole problem recommends 
that walkers shall be made to cross the streets only at 
marked crossings, and they will apparently be lable to 
punishment if they traverse the streets at an unauthor- . 
ized point. One-way streets have been increased and are 
marked by white iron disks. An electric system of signs 
for the direction of traffic has been widely adopted in 
the center of the city.

It is necessary to find new sources of water supply 


for Paris, and various projects have been under con- 


| 


sideration. The chief one is to utilize the great under 
ground pools of the Vals de Loire in the Central Plateag 
of France, where a stretch of sand forms a natural filter, 
From this source it is shown that France could easily 
obtain 1,000,000 cubic meters of water daily. The quality 
of the water has been carefully tested, and high opinion 
in its favor has been expressed. The city is therefore 
on the point of beginning to execute the project, which 
is indeed long overdue.

The French Ambassador at Moscow finds that hé 
cannot obtain the food to which he is accustomed, and 
therefore is making use of the diplomatic valise that 
leaves the Quai d’Orsay daily for the conveyance of food 
supplies. The letters for M. Herbette may not take up 
much space, but the diplomatic bag is nevertheless heavy 
and bulky, for not only his family but the whole diplo- 
matic staff is thus served. It used to be made a reproach 
against the Englishman, who was said to be insular, that 
wherever he went he carried his country on his back; 
but M. Herbette, living in Moscow, desires to be sur- 
rounded by the commodities of Paris and tries to preserve 
the illusion that he is stilf on the boulevards.

At Luna Park there is a remarkable photozraphis 
exhibition. The camera ts always making fresh acqul- 
sitions, and its productions grow more and more beauti- 
ful and delicate. In color photography, judged by this 
exhibition, great strides are being made. There is also 
photography by wireless. The evolution of the cinema 
film is traced, and this collection should have some his- 
toric importance. The French rightly claim to have bcen 
foremost in all branches of photography. It was Daguerre 
who invented heliography, and the first portraits were 
called daguerreotypes. Lumiére claims to have made the 
first cinematographic film. Telephotography was invented 


by Belin, whose system of transmitting photograph mes-— 


sages is now in use. In color photography it was Lipp- 
mann who discovered the first process.

Some time ago there was an outcry because it was 
proposed to transform the Opéra of noble traditions into 
a cinema. The outcry was quelled on account of the 
exceptional quality of the film, historical in character 
and. “patronized” by the President of the Republic. But 
as was to be feared, this was the thin end of the wedge. 
it is now announced that the director intends to build 
up a French film repertory exactly as a repertory of 
vperas and ballets has been constituted. The first film 
assured of a place at the Opera is “Salammbé,” which 
has been based upon the work of Gustave Flaubert. There

M. Florent Schmidt has been asked to compose the music.

“Chicago s Drainage Problem 
To the Editor of Tk CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONIIOR: 

Your recent editorial comment upon “Chicago's Drain- 
age Problem” is of unusual importance at this time. You 
have undoubtedly made it clear to a great many people 
that the greater issue involved is the proper method of 
disposing of city sewage and other waste products. 

It may interest your readers to know that the United 
States Department of Agriculture has considered this 
question,—more especially from the standpoint of the 
possible recovery of the potential fertilizer materials 
which are annually flooded into lakes and rivers. 

It has put out, for example, Circular 232 dealing with 
the preparation of peat composts. Various other papers 
are also available relative to the differences between 
peatlands and the method of selecting those areas which 
contain the quantity and quality of peat most advan- 
tageous for the purpose. 

In this age of automobile traffic the time is arriving 
rapidly when consideration must be given to replacing 
the insufficient amount of organic manures from live 
stock. In sewage and refuse disposal many of the sixty- 
nine or more cities of over 100,000 population have been 
relatively backward. The purpose of the circular above 
referred to, is to renew interest in the proper use of peat 
materials and to give brief instructions for the prepara- 
tion of organic fertilizer from composting peat and 
sewage. 4 

States which contain peatland can make in this man- 
ner a very material contribution toward increasing the 
output of organic fertilizer and helping to maintain the 
farms in a profitable crop-producing capacity.

“College Men and Farm Help” 
To the Editor of THe CuURISTIAN ScreENCE MONITOR: 


I disagree with many of the statements made in the 
article published in the Monitor of March 7 under the 
heading, “College Men Urged to Offer Practical Plan of 
Farm Help.” This article dealt with the experiences of 
a Mr. Eylar of Mesquite, N. M. 

In the first place, I doubt very much the statement 
that 75 per cent of the farmers of the United States 
receive a part of their income from dairy products, for 
the Year Book of 1923 states that only 70 per cent of 
the farmers have any dairy cows, and it is quite evident 
that some farmers would have only enough to provide 
milk and’ cream for their own use. 

There are continual references to the price of milk 
per gallon in districts where it is comparatively improba- 
ble that that is the term used, for in dairy regions the 
price of milk is almost universally given in terms of the 
value per hundredweight. 

Mr. Eylar appears not to recognize the fact that the 
lower the price of milk, the greater the necessity of 
eliminating the “boarder cow.” In this connection he 
quotes a certain professor, but his statements are not 
convincing. 

Furthermore, Mr. Eylar seems to believe that if the 


‘price of milk could be set at around 34 cents a gallon, 


all would be well. He fails to dispose of the extra milk 
that such a price would call forth. G. A. P, 
Madison, Wis.
